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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 2 and 1 3-1 6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group and species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 11/03/5. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "30" has been used to designate both "zero point" and "mount bolt". 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification 
does not appear to have sufficient support for the subject matter as claimed in the only pending 
claim 12. Claim 12 not originally presented with the specification as filed on 01/16/02, and was 
later added. It appears that the preamble describes a prior art first system, i.e., a motor, shaft 
and a grinding wheel defining first and second portions with different diameters, however, the 
specification as originally filed does not describe the claimed subject matter, as this claim was 
presented later. It appears, however, that Fig. 3, disclosing a profile wheel (29) would define a 
first and a second diameter portions, e.g., outside face and any portion along the curved 
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section. Prior art is applied to the claim as best understood. 1 12, 1 st paragraph for insufficient 
disclosure rejection is not applied at this time, since Fig. 3 appears to support the limitations as 
best understood. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Casillas et al. 
(5,394,652).

limitations of claim 12, i.e., a profile wheel (5) 
having portions with first (27) and second 
diameters (27') and a rub collar or guide 
wheel (7) with a third diameter (29) smaller 
than the second diameter and larger than the 
first; and a bearing (41 ) coupled to the guide wheel and the shaft (9).
